A REMINDER TO THE CANA 
IAN AUTHORITIES. 


Canadian farners are wise to keep 
before their minds the developement of 


’ @ British market for Canadian horses. 


I€ is as certain as anything can be that 
the British army sauthorities must 
sooner or later, look outside the United 
Kingdom for a supply of remounts. 
This probability is brought out forcibly 
in the 1888 report of Mr. Jobu Dyke, 
the Liverpool agent of the Dominion 
Government. Ashe there points out, 
no less than 6,500 of the non-commission- 
ed officers and men of the British 
regular cavalry service—equal to 
thirteen regiments of 500 each—are at 
this moment unmounted; while the 
three regiments of Household Cavalry. 
which have to provide a regiment be-~ 
tween them for the First Army Corps, 
have only 800 Rorses for more than 
1,200 men; and the eight other regiments 
at home, 20t belonging to the First or 
Second Army Corps, and the depots 
of regiments abroad, have amongst 
them only 2,700 horses for 4,700 men 
Docs anyone for a moment imagine 
that this state of things can long con~ 
tinue? And yct the attempts so far 
made to purchase suitable horses 10 
the United Kingdom have not only 
failed to meet with the success an- 
ticipated. But have not even given 
promise of future su‘ticiency. The 
time, therefore, as Mr. Dyke says, can~ 
not be far distant when Canada will be 
called upon at all events to assist in 
supplying tke deficiency. Moreover, 
army remounte are by no means the 
only class of equine stock in European 
demand which Canada can supply. 
Mr. Dyke reminds us, in hia report thet 
the tradein the United Kingdem for 
hunters and carriage~horses of really 
first-class type has been very brisk, the 
demand far exceeding the supply, and 
prices advancing 25 cent. 

In view of this stata of things, what 
are Canadian breeders doing to fit their 
equiffe stock for British and European 
markets?—for, let it be remembered,
